STEVENSON’S RED RECORD 


(1) Adlai Stevenson entered government 
service in 1933 when he was called to 
Washington by Henry Wallace to work in 
the legal division of the AAA, where he 
was associated with Alger Hiss. Hiss was 
at that time a part of the Hal Ware Cell 
which operated from the AAA legal division. 
From 1944 to 1947, in connection with the 
founding and first meetings of the United 
Nations, Stevenson resumed his friendship 
and collaboration with Alger Hiss. In the 
Hiss trial, the defense felt sure enough of 
Stevenson’s attitude to seek — and get — 
his deposition as to Hiss’ reputation for 
integrity, loyalty and veracity. (The Case 
Against Adlai Stevenson, by James Burn- 
ham, American Mercury, Oct. 1952, p. 17. 
— source hereafter listed as ‘A’.) 


(2) Archibald MacLeish, who has an 
extensive record of affiliations with commu- 
nist fronts, brought Stevenson into the 
State Department and thus into contact 
with the U.N. (Stevenson’s biography, p. 77) 


(3) Claude Pepper, another long-time 
communist-fronter, arranged Stevenson’s 
first active meeting with Franklin D. Roose- 
velt. (A, p. 17) 


(4) The tenant of Stevenson’s farm in 
1952 was Marshall Field II, the angel and 
publisher of the notorious New York Com- 
pass, an outright pro-Soviet organ. (A,p. 17) 


(5) Wilson Wyatt, former head of the 
Americans For Democratic Action, a rev- 
olutionary organization of political Marxists, 


was chosen by Stevenson as his personal 
campaign manager during his bid for the 
Presidency. (A, p. 17) 


(6) Arthur Schlesinger, Jr., a former 
vice-chairman of the A.D.A., columnist for 
the N.Y. POST, was chosen by Stevenson 
as his research director. Schlesinger is mar- 
ried to the sister of John K. Fairbank, 
of Harvard, the Office of Strategic Services, 
the Office of War Information, Amer- 
asia, and the Institute of Pacific Relations. 
Schlesinger has personally and politically 
supported Fairbank — of whom it has been 
testified under oath that he was a member 
of the communist party. The Military Oc- 
cupation in Japan in 1951 denied Fairbank 
an entry permit — later granted by the 
State Department. Schlesinger refused to 
turn his back on the convicted communist 
perjurer, William Remington, and did not 
dissociate himself from the LP.R. (A, p. 17) 


(7) Bernard De Voto, another speech 
writer for Stevenson, attacked the F.B.L.

Development of Christ: ‘Lacking Prayers 
with Divergent Views of Iwo Bishops 


By Franklin Hichborn, 


The American Jewish Yearbook for 
1948-49, prepared by the American Jewish 
Committee, contains the following item: 

‘International Conference of Christians 

and Jews: — A promising step forward 

in fighting anti-Semitism on a world- 
wide scale was taken in Switzerland last 

August when 60 delegates of Christian 

and Jewish organizations from _ the 

United States , Australia and European 

countries met to formulate plans for an 

International Conference of Christians 

and Jews. Dr. Samuel H. Flowerman of 

our staff represented the Committee 
at the meeting. The conference unani- 

mously agreed on the necessity for a. 

permanent organization and on a 

proposal to revise Christian religious 

teaching, particularly the story of the 

Crucifixion, in such a manner as to 

reduce the danger of implanting anti- 

Semitism in the minds of the young.” 

Long before that Switzerland meeting, 
Christians had endeavored to eliminate 
“anti-Semitism” from their prayers. For ex- 
ample: The ancient liturgical text used in 
Good Friday services read, “Oremus pro 
perfidis Judaeis” (Let us pray for the per- 
fidious Jews). Recent Pontiffs amended it 
to read, “Let us pray for the unbelieving 
Jews”. Pope John deleted the word “qube- 
lievmg”, leaving the prayer to read, “Let 
us pray for the Jews”. 

Americans of the Jewish faith, who have 
dropped the hyphen and have become 
Americans in fact as well as in name, who, 
as Mr. Benjamin H. Freedman put it, 
“wish only to live and die as good Ameri- 
cans”, (see Economic. Council Letter for 
October 15, 1947), held that the Pope’s fine 
example should be met by deleting offensive 
references to Christians from Jewish 
prayers. 

“The Jewish News Letter’, edited and 
published by such Americans of the Jewish 
faith, cited two such prayers: “Bilessed. be 
Theu, O Lord, that Thou hast not 
me a Goy (Gentile)” and ‘pon out 
wets wpe the nations ‘that do aut, kpow 
Thee”, —- a passage in the Hagadah which 
is recited every Passover at the Seder 
services. 

The News. Letter stated that such prayers 
“should not be in any Jewish, nor any 
other, prayer book”; that “some Jewish 
groups have deleted them”, and comments: 


“Rabbi Modecei Kaplan, the leader of 
Conservative Judaism, was formally 
excommunicated ten years ago by the 
Orthodox rabbinate for having the eour- 
age to drep those references frem the 
Conservative prayer book.” (See Jewish 
News. Letter for April 20, 1959.) 
However interesting and worthy these 

reeent concessions to tolerance, the fact 
remains that fully a half-century before 
Jews and Christians got together to pro- 
mote brotherhood and tone down unpleasant 
references to Jews in the New. Testament, a 
determined drive was On to delete the name 
of Jesus Christ from public prayers, and 
has continued vigorously for more than 
sixty years down to the present day. 

In 1897, I was one of a staff of five that 
covered the California State Legislature 
for the San Francisco Examiner (Hearst’s 
paper). I found Senator Edward I. Wolfe, 
a Jew, urging that the Chaplain of the Sen- 
ate omit Christ’s name from his prayer on 
the ground that the Senator could not enter 
into the prayer if Christ’s name were men- 
tioned. 

The incident seemed to me to be out of 
the ordinary and therefore news: I sent 
the story to The Examiner. 

It was not printed. Instead, came a 
sharp letter from the then Managing Editor, 
Andrew Lawrence, warning me. that The

SUBJECT OF ATTACK 





Examiner did not attack any man’s re- 


-ligion, and it wanted no more such stories. 


It occurred to me that if any man’s re- 
ligion were under attack, it was my own. 
However, I observed Senator Wolfe for the 
next ten years urged the Senate Chaplains 
to eliminate Christ from their prayers, with- 
out mentioning the matter in my dispatches, 
although I was representing other papers 
than The Examiner. 

In 1907, however, Wolfe’s efforts got 
into the papers. The Protestant pulpits en- 
tered vigorous denunciation. The Rev. Cecil 
Marrack, Rector of St. Stephen’s Church 
(Episcopalian) of San Francisco, in a wide- 
ly-published sermon, denounced Wolfe’s 
effort as a “crowning act of infamy”, 
declaring: 


“But now there comes the crowning . 
infamy of all —. an infamy so great 
that it demands imstant and burning 
condemnation from every man or wo- 
man who feels a personal concern about 
the upbuilding of a Christian civilization 
m this frontier city of a Christian com- 
manwealth. 

“f refer to the action of Senator 
Welfe of San Franciseo in demanding 
that henceforth the Chaplain of the Sen- 
ate refrain from any mention of the 
Saviour of the world — the founder 
of our Christian civilization.” 


Bishop V.H. Moreland of Sacramento, in 
a sermon in Trinity Church, that city, 
commented: 

“ft is a strange thing that in the 
United States, a land famous for re- 
ligious liberty, and here in California, 
where even the Buddhist and the Hin- 
doo are free to worship according. to 
their conscience, there should have 
broken out such an exhibition of in- 
tolerance as lately disgraced the Senate 
of this State. 

“Fhe Chaplain of the Senate, a Chris- 
tian minister, is asked to omit the name 
of Jesus Christ, from his prayers, lest it 
offend the susceptibilities of Jews in 
the audience. The Chaplain should have 
declined or resigned at once. He could 
have said: 

‘No; I was, known to be a minister of 
Christ when I was chosen in this 
office. I will not remain in it another 
moment if I am not left perfectly free 
to voice my convictions, to pray accord- 
img to the dictates of my conscience. 
You are asking me to deny Jesus Christ 
for four dollars a day. (Senate Chaplains 
were then paid four dollars a day.) If 
I do it, F am no better than Judas, who 
betrayed him for thirty pieces of silver.’ 

“I have a great respect for the 
Jewish religion, but also a great re- 
spect for the principle of religious free- 
dom. I would see no great incongruity 
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in inviting a Jewish rabbi to act as 
Chaplain of the Senate, and + ould he do 
s6;' 1 believe there is not a Christian 
in that body who would demand that 
he trim down or modify a single one 
of his convictions. If the name of Jesus 
Christ is to be eliminated at the request 
of the Hebrew, then the name of God 
may be omitted at the request. of the 
agnostic; then the prayer itself may 
be eliminated at the request of the in- 
fidel. If the Chaplain is a hired official, 
whose theology is to be regulated or 
colored by individual naples let the 
office be abolished. 


“If he is permitted to make no : helen 
ence to divine truth except: such resi- 
duum as may be left after the prejudices 
of each Senator have been considered, 
then. he is not a man but a slave. 

“If the office is a mere sop to tradi- 
tion or convention, and legislators feel 
themselves to be so perfect in right- 
eousness and beyond all temptation as 
to have no need of prayer, then away 
with such a solemn farce. But if a 
Christian minister is to be asked to 
pray, let him alone. The value of the 
prayer is its reality. The value of a man 
is his sincerity. If I were a legislator, 

I should honor abeve all other names 

of history the name of Him who has 

been the Supreme Legislator of human 
liberties — the One most successful 
emancipator and deliverer of the human 
race.” (See Sacramento Union for 

January 21, 1907.) 

In this way did Christian pulpits respond 
fifty years ago, to the suggestion that the 
name of Christ be eliminated from our 
public prayers. 


Rising to a question of personal privilege, 
Senator Wolfe replied to his critics. He 
charged that Rev. Marrack had attacked 
not only him but the entire Senate; that he 
had great respect for Rev. Marrack’s church 
and its members; that Rev. Marrack had 
misquoted him. However,.I had heard such 
statements from Senator Wolfe (x) for 
ten years, and his denial was not very con- 
vincing. He admitted, what was the crux 
of the controversey, that for ten years 
(1897-1907) he, with other Jews, “had 
waited on the Senate Chaplain and approach- 
ed him in a respectful manner’; asked- him 
“if he could so modify his prayers from a 
sectarian standpoint, that alk of the mem- 
bers of the Senate for whom he prayed 
and whom he represented might pray with 
him”; that some Chaplains, whom he named, 
“had complied’. Senator Wolfe concluded 
with: 

“I shall take the liberty, Sir, of send- 
ing a copy of this address te the Rev. 
Cecit Marrack, and await his ly, 
and a copy to Bishop Moreland of this 
city.

in Harpers Magazine according to the Daily 
Worker, 12/29/49. The Daily Worker of 
2/13/47 also reported that De Voto headed 
a group which sought a permit for a meet- 
ing for the wife of Gerhardt Eisler, a com- 
nfunist espionage agent who fled the U.S. 
after exposure. 


(8) James Wechsler, editor of the N.Y. 
Post and a speech writer for Stevenson, 
was an admitted past member, along with 
his wife, of the Young Communist League. 

(9) The Internal Security Subcommittee 
took testimony from Admiral Adolphus 
Staton (March 1954) in which he revealed 
that Stevenson, as executive assistant to 
Secretary of the Navy, Frank Knox, shielded 
500 identified communists in the wartime 
merchant marine radio operators service 
from being fired. These operators provided 
an espionage network for the Soviet Union. 
Stevenson called Staton into his office be- 
cause of the Admiral’s efforts as head of 
a Navy board — authorized by law — to 
weed out these communist radio operators. 
Staton defended his actions. Stevenson 
retorted: 

“I don’t think we ought to be too hard 

on the commies,” 

And that was that. Staton was retired and 
the program was shelved as of May 19, 1942 
upon Stevenson’s recommendation. (How 
Adlai Stevenson Protected Communists, by 
Hon. A.D. Baumhart, Jr., National Republic, 
May 1955, pages 1 and 2) 


(10) Stevenson was a charter member 
of the A.D.A., even though he denied it 
in a letter to Sen Pat McCarran dated 
8/23/52. (See A.D.A. World, Feb. 11, 1952, 
April 20, 1949; Daily Worker, June 21, 1949) 

(11) Alger Hiss spoke at a student lecture 
series at Northwestern University on Nov. 
12, 1946, given under the direction of Steven- 
son as a member of the faculty. (Chicago 
Tribune, 
10/28/52, pp. 1» 3) 

(12) Stevenson was a member of the 
central. committee of the World Citizens 
Association, Plank 5 of which stated: 

“National States must be subordinate 

to world civilization; their jurisdiction 

must be limited by world law, and any 
local legislation contrary to world law 
must be null and void.” 
Stevenson admitted membership in the 
W.C.A. in 1941; Who’s Who listed him as 
a trustee in 1945; a letterhead lists him on 
the central committee in 1948. (See citation 
11 for source) 

(13) The communist party supported 
Stevenson for the Presidency in 1952. (Daily 
Worker, 10/19/52). In 1960 The Worker 
also supported Stevenson for the Democratic 
nomination. The July 10th issue stated 
(p. 11): 

“Stevenson’s candidacy has received a 

tremendous boost among the voters of 

the nation since his firm advocacy of 

a foreign policy aimed at peaceful co- 

existence with the Soviet Union.” 

The Worker of July 24th, ’60, issued after 
Kennedy won the nomination, stated (p. 1) 
in an editorial: 

“On the central issue confronting our 
people, and the people of the entire 
world, the issue of peace, of peaceful co- 
existence, of disarmament, the conven- 
tion passed up Adlai Stevenson, the can- 
didate who showed the greatest sensi- 
tivity to the peace desires of the people 
and to the realities of world problems 
and the problems of our nation.” 

(14) Stevenson, as Governor of Illinois, 
vetoed the Broyles anti-communist bill, 
which called for the barring of communist 
teachers in the schools. He attacked “loyalty 
inquisitions” in this context. (See cita-

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Food For Thought 


The TIME magazine in its issue of Nov.16, 
1959 published an article about the Baptist 
General Convention which took place in 
Texas. This Convention adopted such an 
interesting resolution which we quote: 

“Since the Roman Catholic Church is 
both a religious and an AMBITIOUS PO- 
LITICAL SYSTEM aspiring to be a state we 
recommend that our people bear these facts 
in mind when they are asked to vete for 
a Catholic official.” 

Being a Christian but neither a Catholic 
nor a Baptist I have no_axe to grind in 
this controversy; one thing, however, left 
me wondering: how could it happen that 
our Baptist brethren overlooked in their 
declaration a certain “minority group” the 
activities of which are incomparably more 
dangerous to the whole structure of the 
American life than those of all American 
Catholics taken together? And did they 
really OVERLOOK this “minority,” or some 
other considerations forced them to keep 
their mouths shut upon this subject, which 
is far more probable? 

You, my Friends, accuse Catholicism of 
being an “ambitious political system”; but 
the “minority group” we are talking about 


not only cherishes the most ambitious © 


dreams of the political domination over the 
whole world, but, in addition, wishes to re- 
place our religion with their own which was 
always inimical to Christianity. 

Presumably you studied carefully the 
teachings of the Catholic Faith before mak- 
ing your declarations; so we shall not repeat 
them here; but did you do a similar study 
of the dogmas of the “minority group” as 
well? If not, then permit me to bring to 
your attention a very short quotation 
which, in a nutshell, explains the basic 
ideals and aims of this “minority:” 

“The FIRM HOPE of Israel has. two 

facets: that Israel will return one day 

to the Promised Land of Canaan, (it 

did already, as you know, with the help 

of one of your Baptists, a certain Mr.

And if it is so, then why not add to your 
resolution the following lines: “Especially, 
however, we wish you to think twice before 
you vote for a Jewish(Khazar) official 
who, as a carrier of the spiritual germs of 
Judaism, is aspiring for the world dom- 
ination and destruction of all religions ex- 
cept his own.” 

A believing Catholic CAN be a good 
American, German, Chinese, etc., — and 
more than often he IS.

CHRIST-LACKING PRAYERS

Until Monday last, I always thought him 
to be a profound scholar and a man of 
the broadest mind and most liberal - 
thought, and if he be correctly quoted 
in the Sacramento Union of last Mon- 
day, I will be compelled to change my 
opinion. We are charged with intoler- 
ance, because in a respectful manner, 
the ‘suggestions have been made to our 
Chaplain as I have indicated. If there 
be any thought of intolerance, it is not 
with me or my colleagues; it is with the 
gentlemen who denounced the Chaplain 
and who denounced the Senate. There 
are some men, sir, who stand for a 
creed which is entirely their own, and, 
to my mind, are so narrow that if they 
could have their way, they would have 

a Christianity in which they could be- 

lieve, and the people who did not be- 

lieve with them they would expatriate 
perhaps, and we would go back to the 
_ Middle Ages. 

“I desire to thank you, Mr. President 
and the members of the Senate, for the 
privilege accorded to me to reply to 
the articles referred to, and I hope I 
may never have to discuss such a 
question again upon the floor of the 
Senate of California.” (See Journal of 
the California Senate for January 23, 
1907, Pages 171-172-173.) 

Over the years, with others, I have watch- 
ed the steady gain of the Jewish policy, 
first called to my attention sixty-three 
years ago by Senator Wolfe’s demands. 

Senator Hiram W. Johnson, for example, 
wrote me from Washington under date 
of March 27, 1922: 

“The prayer of the (Senate) Chaplain, 
it appears, was censored and he was 
not permitted to use the name of Jesus 
Christ. A letter from the Chaplain, in 
which he lamented the circumstances, 
was recently read to me. This may be 
interesting to some of our religious 
friends.” _ 

It was. Many refused to believe it possible. 

The drive to eliminate Christ has con- 
tinued quietly, but actively, down to the 
present day, and it is resented by Christian 
people, however acceptable to Christian 
leaders. Human Events for September 22, 
1954, for example, contains the following 
item: 

“Legion: At the recent convention of 
the American Legion in Washington, 
an interesting incident occurred. A reso- 
lution was adopted by the Legion Auxil- 
iary’s Resolutions Committee to ‘delete’ 
the words ‘Jesus Christ’ from Legion 
Auxiliary Devotions.. The Auxiliary is 
the women’s organization of the Legion. 
One determined lady, hearing about 
the action of the Auxiliary Resolutions 
Committee twenty minutes after it hap- 
pened, swung into action. At her own 
expense she called long distance to top 
religious figures in the nation. The next 
morning important Christians all over 
the country had responded and the 
resolution which omitted mention of the 
name of ‘Jesus Christ’ in the official 
prayers of the Legion Auxiliary was 
withdrawn.” 

Up to about 1935, the motto of Harvard 
University was Veritas Christo et Ecclesiae. 
About that time the Christo et Ecclesiae 
was deleted. A Harvard man later asked 
about it replied: “I think the (Harvard) 
authorities felt they ought to get away 
from any narrow connotation”. 


In his Sunday TV broadcast for April 
3rd last, Dan Smoot related in detail that 
at a convention of Young Methodists the 
name of Christ was not mentioned once 
in either prayer or address. 


Press and, to some extent at least, re- 


ligious leaders have been silent on the 
development, but the interest of laymen 
and the letter of Senator Johnson quoted 
above, written in 1922, 38 years ago, in 
mind, led me to go through six months of 


the Congressional Record for 1958, to 
ascertain what happened to the opening 
prayers of the two Houses of Congress. 
The Record showed that mention of Jesus 
Christ was the exception. Some clergymen 
prayed in the name of “The Redeemer”; 
others in the name of the “Captain of our 
Salvation”, but often times the controversial 
name of Jesus Christ was deleted without 
reference. For example, the following is 


taken from the Congressional Record for 


August 15, 1958: - 

“The Senate met at 12 o’clock meri- 
dian, on the expiration of the recess. 

“The Chaplain, Rev. Frederick Brown 
Harris, D.D., offered the following 
prayer: 

Our fathers’: God and ours, in the 
darkness of our limited knowledge, we 
turn, in our deep need, to Thee, Whose 
dwelling place is light without the shad- 
ow of our earth-born clouds. 


“We lift Thee grateful hearts for the 
heritage that is ours, bought by toils 
and tears other than our own. 

“Grant that with a new birth of 
freedom, our dear land in this new day 
may play its full part in the fulfillment 
for all men of truly united nations in a 
leagued commonwealth in which Thy 
good gifts will be more fairly shared, 

- Where no more shall nation lift up 
sword against nation, but where each 
people shall enrich the world with the 
gifts of its excellence. 

“So, may Thy kingdom come, and 
Thy will be done. Amen.” 


I called the attention of a number of 
Christian leaders to my findings — and 
was surprised at their reaction. There was 
no burst. of indignation such as followed 
Senator Wolfe’s request of fifty-three years 
ago. Indeed, there was quiet acceptance 
of the situation. For example: 

The Rt. Rev. Bishop James A. Pike, 
J.S.D., S.T.D., wrote under date of January 
9, 1959, as follows: 

“I am aware that many of the 
Chaplains to these bodies are under con- 
siderable pressure to use prayers which 
are equally applicable to all of the 
faiths of the men who are there. I am 
not at all sure that such an act of 
courtesy is in any way a betrayal of 
the Christian Faith. Indeed, the Lord’s 
Prayer itself, as you will note, has no 
mention of the name of Jesus, even 
though it is Jesus’ own prayer. 

“To me, a far more serious move is 
that on the part of certain people who 
would have public prayers completely 
removed from official governmental 
functions. This seems to me to strike 
a far greater blow to our faith than 
the practice of using prayers which 
are equally acceptable to our Jewish 
friends.” 

Some change in attitude in fifty years! 
What will the next fifty years bring forth? 
Shall we call it INFILTRATION? 

“The Jewish News Letter” for May 2nd 
last observes: 

“Several weeks ago, when the Nat- 
ional Lutheran Council decided to 
launch a campaign to convert Jews to 
Christianity, the orthodox rabbinate in 
the United States (Rabbinical Council of 
America) issued a_ strong protest 
against the Council’s action on the 
ground that such a campaign aims to 
make the United States a country with 
only one religion. It is noteworthy that 
the American orthodox rabbis, who fear 
so much the danger of a religious mo- 
nopoly in the United States in the fu- 
ture, have failed to note the existence 
of such a monopoly in Israel today; and 
because of this monopoly thousands of 
Christian wives, married to Jews, and 
their children are FORCED by the 
rabbinate to embrace Judaism.” (Em- 
phasis that of the “News-Letter”.)
